The May meeting of the Hannibal Amateur Radio Club was called to order by President Don Vary 
(KD@HHN) at 7:00PM with 22 members and 6 guests present. Introductions were made and guests 
recognized. At this point, Don turned the meeting over to our guest speaker, Lieutenant Stephanie Combs, 
Commander of the local Civil Air Patrol squadron. Lt. Combs told us that the CAP is open to youths age 12 to 
18. Their parent agency is the United States Air Force, and that the members do not have to enter military 
service upon their 18" birthday, but the CAP does give their members a taste of what military life is like. Their 
primary focus is on aerospace education (science, technology, STEM programs) to encourage the members to 
go on to college, majoring in these fields. 

Lt. Combs was very grateful for Rocky (KE@KCR) and Ken (KE@KCQ) for joining the CAP as 
communications personnel. Before this, the squadron had no communications people. Both have said that there 
are some members of the squadron who are interested in obtaining their Amateur licenses, so a class may be 
forthcoming. The group meets each Monday evening at the Hannibal Airport, and they do different things at 
each meeting, such as physical training, map and compass work, etc. She also said that the kids get a chance to 
fly in aircraft when the planes can be brought up from St. Louis, or wherever they are based. The kids also do 
a 2-week boot camp during the summer at an Air Force base for additional training. The CAP also does 
emergency work, such as searches for missing people, downed air craft and the like. Cliff (K@CA) mentioned 
that the CAP has a Memorandum of Understanding with the ARRL for disaster operations enabling the two 
groups to work together. Don (KD@HHN) invited them to our upcoming Field Day in June, but the group will 
be on their boot camp that weekend, and he recommended checking to see if there was a group in their area 
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doing Field Day, and checking them out. With that, Lt. Combs thanked us for inviting them, and concluded her 
talk. A round of applause was given by the members, and she left the meeting. At this time the regular agenda 
was resumed.

REPEATERS: 


The 880 machine took a lightning hit during the storms at the end of April. When Shane (KD@UUW) and 
Vern (WS5UYF) got to the building, they found that the light bulbs were blown out of their sockets, several of 
the fuses had the covers blown off them and the main fuses were blown. When they got power restored, they 
found that the transmit Icom radio was fried but the receive radio was still working. The radio has been taken to 
A & W communications to be checked. Dave has contacted the Insurance company. The 2 Icoms for the 
repeater are insured for $300.00 each and we have a $50.00 deductible for the claim. 

Don (KDOHHN) spoke with Tom from A & W and he suggested replacing the entire unit with a Kenwood 
unit like we have at the 625 site. Tom said he could sell it to us for $1250.00. Cliff (K@CA) mentioned a 
fusion repeater from Yaesu, like the one Quincy has. He knew that Yaesu was running a program where you 
could buy one for $650.00 but it ended recently, and he was going to Dayton, so he would see if they would be 
starting a similar program and get particulars on it. 

Mike Nowak (NA9Q) said that Quincy had replaced one of their repeaters with a fusion repeater recently and 
had purchased another. One thing that Mike said was that we would have to make sure that the machine would 
work with our current duplexer. This was a problem that the Pittsfield club had with the fusion repeater they 
purchased. 

One other thing that he mentioned was that maintenance on the repeaters is done by Yaesu in Japan and when 
you send yours in, you will get a different unit back. This is the way that they reduce down time. Mike said 
that Quincy club had to do this and the one they got back still had the previous owner’s settings in it. He hada 
unit there for us to see, the unit is easily programmable from the front of the unit. Several options were 
discussed such as waiting to see if Yaesu will offer a program again, take the insurance money to buy a unit, or 
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put the money towards a new radio for the 880 unit. Vern said he has done some testing on the duplexers and 
they seem to be working ok. Cliff also made the suggestion that we take the 2 meter radio that he donated to the 
club and have it tested and put in the 880 that way we can get it back up before someone notices it is down and 
applies to the Missouri Repeater coordinators for that frequency pair. A motion was made by Larry 
(WB2UFO), seconded by Steve (KD@YTH) to do that. The motion carried and Don said he would get the 
radio to Shane to take down to A & W. 


UNFINISHED BUSINESS: 


General Class: Waiting for David, KOFHX, to set up dates for the class. We are looking at doing it on a 
couple of Saturday’s for 3-4 hours or so, using QRZ.com for their testing program. If we don’t hear from him 
by June, Don (KD@HHN) will set up classes for anyone who wants to take them, and try to get them by either 
our test date in July or Quincy’s in August.
